W arren G. Harding brought to the 
presidency an infinite patience and 
kindness in dealing with public ques 
tions and men which enabled him to 
handle the problems of government 
without the stress and worry which 
had handicapped many of his prede­ 
cessors. 
W hatever else historians may say 
of him there probably will be little 
dispute th at few 
chief 
executives 
came to office in peace time facing 
problems more complex in their nature 
or greater in number. All international 
affairs were unbalanced as never be­ 
fore, with many principal settlem ents 
of the great w ar still to be effectuated. 
At home the work of 
reconstruction 
had only just begun, with business de­ 
pressed, agriculture prostrate and un­ 
employment general. 
How Mr. H arding measured up to 
the task before him must be left to 
the historian, but his friends said that 
coming to the presidency as he did 
with an open mind, a desire for coun-l 
sel and an intim ate knowledge of the 
processes of governm ent acquired ia 
his services in the senate, he was th« 
type of man needed for the job at 
such a time. Preaching upon evarj 
occasion the doctrine of Americanism, 
he set his face resolutely against “en 
tangling alliances’’ while thus adhef. 
ing to w hat he was pleased to 
term 
the principles of the foundling fath ­ 
ers, he nevertheless lent the moral 
assistance of the government in the 
efforts to bind up the wounds of the 
world. 
That influence was once declared by 
him to be not inconsiderable, and so 
America under his guidance, had a 
part, silent though ft was in th e fhain 
effecting the settlem ents of many vex­ 
ing world questions.
